E a c h branch of the Ohio Legisla­ 
ture has elected a colored man as As­ 
sistant Clerk, ami bills have been 
introduced requesting the President 
to discharge liis relatives from office 
and appoint Union soldiers in their 
places. 
G r a n t will soon have occa­ 
sion to exclaim, “Save me from my 
friends.” 


Th e proposition of the Chamber of 
Commerce to take the ceusus of the 
city is generally approved. On the 
plan proposed of dividing the city up 
into small districts and detailing a 
man to each district, will secure the 
accomplishment of the work inside ot 
two days. By so doing the work will 
be thoroughly and satisfactorily done. 
The actual population of the city is 
probably not less than 16,000, and it 
will be worth the trouble and expense 
it will cost to determine the tact. 


We remember a number of instance# 
in which bodies that intended to com­ 
mit some great wrong commenced by 
announcing their contempt for news- 
pa|*ers and disregard for their opin­ 
ions and criticisms. 
The managers of 
the Credit Mobilier were notoriously 
conspicuous in their announcements 
to this effect. 
B e n B c t l k r , knowing 
that no honest newspaper could de­ 
fend him, denounced all newspapers. 
The d—n, the Constitution faction of 
the Republican party defied all news­ 
papers. This contempt of the Califor­ 
nia Legislature adds nothing to the 
reputation of that body for intelli­ 
gence and raises a doubt as to its hon­ 
esty of purpose. 
This feeling is not, 
of course shared by all members of the 
Senate and Assembly. There are, we 
know, many honorable exceptions in 
both Houses, but it is, perhaps, shared 
by a majority of the members, anu 
the fact that it is will shake the confi­ 
dence of the people in t lie ability and 
honesty of their Legislators. 


What Has Become of It? 


The question of what lias become of 
the appareut $400,000 deficiency in 
Tem ple <x W o rkm an’s bank is at­ 
tracting no inconsiderable amount of 
attention. 
The semi-official state­ 
ment of the Expresa clearly indicates 
that this sum ought to he accounted 
for in the report of the assignees. 
W hat has become of it? Surely it is 
charged to some account—mines,stock 
speculations,Cerro Gordo water works 
or some other undertaking which has 
turned out unfortunate. The checks, 
if nothing else, will throw some light 
as to the flight this money has taken. 
If the books have not been written up 
for a year or more the neglect was 
part of a plan for the attainment of a 
purpose. The sole management of the 
bank’s affairs was entrusted to one 
who understands banking business 
aad is as capable as any man in the 
State for the position lie held as Cash­ 
ier. This being admitted it is fair to 
presume that every night before per­ 
mitting his clerks, book-keeper and 
assistants to leave the bank he would 
have a complete balance made out and 
every man’s account posted. If there 
was a failure to do this it cannot he 
excused on the plea of ignorance 
the proper method cf conducting 
banking business. The florid picture 
of the Express regarding the assets 
an«l values is as unfortunate as its con­ 
tinued exaggeration of the wealth of 
Messrs. Tem ple and W orkm an. This 
exaggeration, and the continued mis­ 
statement of the financial condition of 
these gentlemen, have deceived—cru­ 
elly deceived—the people. The paper 
may or may not be intentionally 
guilty of this wrong, but the damag­ 
ing effect is the same in either case. 
Now, its statements are just as inju­ 
rious as its valuations, and if heeded 
will only result in loss to those who 
have their means in whole or in part 
tied up by the assignees. The liabili­ 
ties, according to the offered state­ 
ment, are about $1,100,000, while the 
assets that may be collected and real­ 
ized will turn out to be very near as 
follows:

Leaving of the assets $219,000. These 
last figures may be taken us what are 
called the good assets. 
But unfortu­ 
nately all of these so-called good as­ 
sets are hypothecated to the Mer­ 
chants’ Exchange bank, Bather & Co., 
and the London and Han Francisco 
bank, and they can sell them at any 
moment, leaving for the unfortunate 
creditors a long row of cyphers, and 
the business man will state the matter 
thus: 
L iab ilities.......................................................$1,100,000 
Assets............................................................... 0,1/00,000 
Perhaps the history of hanking will 
not show a parallel case of misman­ 
agement or total disregard of all bus­ 
iness precaution. 
We do uot wish to 
injure any one, and we hope the as­ 
signees will be able to inak ? a better 
showing than we have sketched. 
If 
they cannot we sympathise with the 
unfortunate creditors. There is nei­ 
ther Bense, reason nor justice in at­ 
tempting to deceive the creditors of 
the bank. Tbe people who had their 
money there want the facts. Gloss 
and absurd predictions will do no 
good. The truth must be told, w hy 
not tell it at once? 


A Bad Indication. 


A Cruel Neglect. 


One of the acts of injustice charge­ 
able to our Government, which time 
will not gioss over nor any amount of 
explanation palliate, was the refusal 
to send vessels for the Union soldiers 
held prisoners in the South. Months 
elapsed between the notification by 
the Confederate authorities that these 
prisoners would be surrendered with­ 
out exchange or consideration,and the 
sending of vessels to convey them to 
their homes. During those months 
thousands of Union prisoners died, 
who, had the Confederate request been 
immediately acted upon, would now 
be living, healthy men. The Confed­ 
erates themselves were starving. They 
were destitute of food or medicine,and 
being without the means to feed or 
clothe their prisoners they offered to 
release them if the Government would 
semi means of transportation. For a 
long time no attention was paid to 
the request, and the neglect to send 
for these unfortunate soldiers caused 
many Northern homes to mourn the 
loss of a husband, brother or father. 
It was an act of cruelty on the part of 
our Government for which no justifi­ 
able or satisfactory excuse can be of­ 
fered. It is remembered in bitterness 
and sorrow by thousands of mothers, 
w ives and daughters in the North. 


A correspondent asserts that the 
general tone of the Legislature Is 
against newspapers. 
We regret to 
hear this. 
If it is true it ludientes a 
disposition to defy public opinion.
